of tho first acts of the

Council after organization should be a 
compliance with the law in the

pointment of a Board of Water Com- 
missioners 
composed 
of honest, 
fair- 


minded men. 
We have never advo- 


cated the enforcement 
of unjust meas- 


ures on the Water 
Company 
and we 


should oppose an attempt to impose an 
unfair restriction on them as earnestly 
and untiringly us we labored to defeat 
their candidates 
at the late election. 


Hut we shall insist on an enforcement 
of the law nntil the irregular and, in 
too many instances, 
exorbitant prices 


now charged for water are regulated. 
There 
are hundreds, 
perhaps 
thous- 


ands, 
of small families in this city now- 


paving more for the water than itcoats 
them for bread. 
This should not be 


tolerated. 
No city in which water 


costs more than flour?where 
water is

RailroadDepot. 


When 
certain bonds were voted by 


the city to the railroad 
company, it 


was 
stipulated 
that 
the 
company 


should move the depot from its pres- 
ent location 
on 
Alameda 
street, 
to 


some other point on the same street on 
ground which the city should donate 
for that purpose. 
In compliance with 


that stipulation when Messrs. Crock- 
ER and Coi.ton" were in this city a few 
weeks 
ago, 
it was 
agreed 
between 


tlios-e gentlemen aud the Council that 
the depot should 
be 
erected 
on the 


site selected within a given time, pro- 
vided 
the city would surrender 
the 


bonds. 
We believe 
the Chamber of 


Commerce 
urged 
OH the representa- 


tives of the railroad the necessity for 
an early compliance with the contract. 
But new officers of the Chamber of 
Commerce 
have 
since been 
elebted, 


and at the meeting of that body on 
Tuesday night resolutions were adopt- 
ed opposing the removal 
of the depot 


at t his time, nnd claiming 
that the 


prese.it accommodations 
on Alameda 


street 
are 
amply sufficient 
to meet 


the demands of trade. 
These 
resolu- 


tions were remarkable; 
first because 


they oppose the fulfillment of a con- 
tract, and second, 
because 
they do not 


embody the facts relative 
to the ade- 


quacy of the present depot to meet tbe 
demands oftrade. 
To induce the rail- 


road company to maintain their depot 
where it is now located Is to set aside 
the willof the majority and place the 
Council in the awkward position of 
having surrendered 
the bonds 
before 


the conditions on which they were do- 
nated were complied with. 
Both the 


railroad 
compauy 
and 
the 
Council 


acted in good faith in the promise to 
erect the depot on the new site, with- 
in a given time 
on one jMe, and the 


surrender of the 
the other. 
If the purpose embodied in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce 
resolutions 
be 
at- 


tained, 
we relieve 
the railroad 
com- 


puny from the performance 
of a part 


of their contract after, by the surren- 
der of the bonds, fulfillingours to the 
letter. 
That the present 
depot facili- 


ties are 
inadequate 
to the 
demands 


made 
upon 
them,

ollered in refutation. 
Both 
the rail- 


road and the public complain of the 
want of room. 
We do not know who 


will sustain 
loss or whose 
property 
willbe impaired

the depot.

we 
do know 
that 


its removal is a part of a contract 
be- 


tween the company 
and 
the people; 


and wo know that tho interests of the 
whole city will be advanced 
by the 
removal as well as 
Krea ter public ac- 
commodation 
secured. 
It Is probable 


no measure 
of importance 
was ever 


carried out which did not impose slight 
temporary loss on some one; but the 
general good is paramount to this and 
the interests of the majority are to be 
considered before the pecuniary profit 
of tlie few. 
We presume 
ifa vote 
were taken on the removal of tliede- 


pot, about 
seveu, would vote against 


it, and all the City in favor of it. 
We 


arc confident that liOS Angoles desires 
that the depot shall bo moved to the 
location 
selected 
by her public ser- 


vants and the transfer should be made, 
even though 
the property of half a 


dozen citizens should sutler a tempo- 
rary depression in consequence 
of the 


change. 
A large depot and plenty of 


room to do business 
is wanted and the

BUSINESS PROSTRATION?THE 
REMEDY 


"Washington, 
Dec. 3d. 


To the Senate 
and House of Repre- 


sentatives: 
Since the convening of Congress 
one 


year ago, the nation has undergone 
a 


prostration iv its business 
and indus- 


tries such as has 
not been 
witnessed 


with us for many years. 
Speculation 


as to the causes 
for this prostration 


might be indulged in without profit, 
because 
as many theories 
would be 


advanced 
as 
there 
would 
be 
inde- 


pendent 
writers; therefore I willcall 
your attention only to the fact and to 
some questions, as* to which it would 
seem there should be no disagreement. 
During the prostration, 
two essential 


elements of prosperity have been most 
abundant ?labor 
and capital. 
Doth 


have been largely unemployed. "Where 
security 
has 
been undoubted, 
capital 


has been obtainable at very moderate 
rates. 
Where labor has been wanted, 


it has 
been 
found In abundance 
at 


cheap rates, 
compared 
with what the 


necessaries 
and comforts of life could 


be 
purchased 
with 
the 
wages 
de- 


manded. 
Two great elements of pros- 
perity, therefore, have not been denied 
us. 
A third might be added?our 
soil 


and climate are unequalled within the 
limitsof any contiguous territory, un- 
der one nationality, for its varieties of 
products, to teed and clothe a people; 
in the amount of surplus to spare to 
feed a less favored people. 
Wherefore 
with these facts in view, it seems 
to 


me that wise statesmanship 
at this 


session of Congress, 
would dictate ig- 


noring the 
past and distributing in 


proper channels 
these great elements 


of prosperity 
to any 
people. 
The 


debt abroad 
js the only element that 


can, with always a sound currency, 
enter into our affairs to cause any con- 
tinued depression in the industries or 
prosperity. 
A great conflict for na- 


tional 
existence 
made necessary 
for 


temporary purposes 
the raising of a 


large sum of money 
from whatever 


source attainable. 
It was made nec- 


essary in the wisdom of Congress and 
Ido not doubt their wisdom 
in the 


premises regarding the necessity ofthe 
time3to devise 
a system 
of national 


Jhft im- 


ognized 
currency 
of 
the 
civilized 


world. 
This begot a spirit of specula- 


tion involving an extravagance 
and 


luxuries not required 
for the happi- 


ness or prosperity of a people and in- 
volving, both directly 
and indirectly, 


foreign indebtedness. 
Tbe currency 


being of a fluctuating nature 
proved 


to be 
unsafe 
to hold 
for legitimate 


transactions 
requiring money, and be- 


came a subject of speculation in itself. 
Those two causes, 
however, 
have in- 


volved 
us lv foreign 
indebtedness, 


contracted 
in good faith by the bor- 


rower and 
lender, which 
should be 


Eaid 
in coin 
and 
according 
to the 


ond agreed upon when the debt was 


contracted ?gold, 
or its equivalent. 


The 
good 
faith of the Government 
cannot 
be 
violated toward creditors 


without national 
disgrace. 
Our com- 


merce should 
be encouraged, 
Ameri- 


can ship-building and carrying capac- 
ity increased, 
foreign markets 
made 


to seek for the products of the soil and 
manufactures, 
to the end that we may 


be able to pay these 
debts where a 


market can be created for the sale of 
other products, either of the soil, the 
mine or the 
manufactory 
? a new 
means 
is discovered 
of utilizing our 
idle capital and labor to the advantage 
ofthe whole people. 
STABLE CURRENCY WANTED?SPECIE 


PAYMENTS. 


In my judgment, the first step to- 
ward accomplishing 
this object is to 


secure a good currency wherever civil- 
ization reigns?one 
which, If it be- 
comes superabundant 
with one people 
will find a market with some other ? t, 
currency which has 
as its basis 
the 
labor necessary 
to produco 
it, which 
willgive ss value. 
Gold and silver 
are 
now the 
recognized 
mediums 
p>f 


exchange the world over, and to this 
we should return with the least practi- 
cable delay. 
In view of the pledges of 


the American Congress when our legal 
tender 
system 
was 
adopted 
and the 
debt contracted, 
there should 
be no 
delay?certainly 
no unnecessary 
de- 
lay?in 
fixing, 
by 
legislation, 
a 
method by which we will return 
to 
specie. 
To the accomplishment 
of 
this end Iinvite your especial 
atten- 
tion. I believe firmlythat there cau 
be no prosperous orpermanent revival 
of business 
and industries until a pol- 
icy is adopted with legislation to carry 
it out, looking for a return of specie 
basis. 
It is easy to conceive 
that tlie 


debtor 
and 
speculative 
classes 
may 
think 
it 
of value 
to make 
a 
so - called 
money 
abuudant 
un- 
til they 
can 
throw 
a 
portion 
of 
their burdens 
upon others; but even 
these I believe would be disappointed 
in the result, ifa course should be pur- 
sued which willkeep 
in no doubt the 
value of the legal tender 
medium of 
exchange. 
Arevival of production of 


industries are needed by all classes aud 
by none more thau the holders of prop- 
erty of whatever sort, 
with debts to 
liquidate from realization 
upon 
its 


sales. 
But admitting 
that 
the two 


classes of cities are to be benefited by 
expansion, 
would itbe houest to give 


it? 
Would not the general loss be too 


great to justifysuch belief? 
Would it 


uot be more just and honest 
and pru- 


dent to authorize each 
debtor to issue 


his own legal tenders to the extent of 
his liabilities than to do this? 
Would 
itnot be safer, for fear of over-issues 
by unscrupulous 
creditors, to say that 
all debt obligations are obliterated in 
the United States? 
The propositions 
are too absurd to be entertained 
for a 
moment by thinking people. 
livery 
delay in the preparation of final re- 
sumption partakes of this dishonesty. 
The time to commence 
it will never 
come, in my opinion, except by posi- 
tive action by Congress or by national 
disasters, 
which will destroy?for

not apply, however, 
to 


payments of salaries 
by the Govern- 


ment or tor other expenses now pro- 
vided by law to be paid in currency.

tary ofthe Treasury can obtain gold as

CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 


In connection with this subject, I 


call the attention ofCongress

erally cancelled 
fact: that the great 
proportion of Chinese immigrants who 
come to our shores 
do not come osten- 
sibly to make their homes 
with 
us, 
and 
their labor is not productive of 
general 
prosperity, 
but 
they 
come 


under a contract with head men, who 
own them 
ulmost 
absolutely. 
In a 
worse form does this apply to Chinese 
women. 
Hardly 
a 
perceptible 
per 
cent, 
of 
them 
perform 
hon- 
orable 
labor; 
they are 
brought 
for 
shameful 
purposes 
to the 
disgrace 
ofthe community where 
settled 
and 
to 
the great 
demoralization 
of the 
youth of those localities. 
If this evil 
practice 
can 
be legislated against, it 
will be my pleasure 
as well as duty to 
enforce 
any regulation 
to insure 
so 
desirable an end. 
REVISING 
THE TREATIES OF 
JAPAN. 
It is hoped that tho negotiations 
be- 
tween the Government 
of Japan and 
tlie treaty powers looking to the open- 
ing of that empire and to the removal 
of various restrictions 
upon trade and 
travel, may 
soon 
produce 
the result 
desired, which cannot fail to Inure to 
the benefit of all parties. 
Having on previous 
occasions 
sub- 
mitted to tlie consideration 
of 
Con- 
gress tlie policy of the release 
of the 
Japanese Government from thefurther 
payment of tlie indemnity under 
the 
Convention ol' October 22, 1864, and as 
no action had been taken tlierein.it 
became my duty to regard tlie obliga- 
tions of the convention as inforce, and 
as the other powers 
interested 
have 
received their share of the indemnity 
in full, the Minister of tho United 
States in Japan 
has, in behalf of this 
Government, 
received 
the remainder 
of the award to the United States 
un- 
der the Convention of Simonoseki.

DEMNITY. 
Isubmit the propriety of applying 
the increase of a part ifnot the whole 
of this fund to the education 
in the 
Japanese 
language 
of a

young men, to be under obligations to 
serve the Government

time as inteipretersjat 
the lejgation 
and consulates 
in Japan. 
A United 
number ofJapanese 
youths 
might at 
the same time be educated

AWARD BY MIXEDCOMMISSION UNDER 


WASHINGTON TREATY. 


The amount awarded to the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain* by the mixed 
commission 
organised ' under 
the 
Treaty of Washington, 
in settlement 
of the claims of Britisli subjects 
aris- 
ingfrom acts committed between April 
18th, 1801, and April9th, 1805, became 
payable 
under 
terms 
of the treaty 
within the past 
year, 
and was 
paid 
upon the 21st day of September, 
1874. 
Iv this connection I renew my recom- 
mendation at the opening of the last 
session 
of Congress 
that 
a special 
court 
be created 
to hear 
and 
deter- 
mine all claims of aliens against tho 
United States arising from acts com- 
mitted against their persons 
or prop- 
erty 
during 
insurrection. 
It 
appears 
equitablo that 
opportunity 
should be offered to citizens 
of other 


States to prove their claims 
as well

those 
of British 
subjects 
whose 
claims 
were 
not 
admissable 
under 


the late commission. 
To the early 


decision of some

to this end, I recommend
